WASHINGTON. 


Randall’s Condition Not Very 


Hopeful. 


The Wool Tariff pp Under Debate 
in the House, 
La Follette’s Reply to Speaker Car- 
lisle’s Recent Utterances, 


The Government A-k*d to Deal Generously by the 
Mormons in Other Matters Than Polygamy 
~—Immense T mber Frauds in Ne- 
vada Disc uscd. 


By Telegraph to The Timea. 

WASHINGTON, July 14.—[By the Asso- 
clated Press.} Betweeen the hours of mid- 
night and 2 o’clock this morning Mr. Ran- 
dall suffered from several slight hemor- 
rhages. After that time he succeeded in 
securing some much-needed sleep. Dr. 
Mallon, with Mr. Randali’s personal attend- 
ant, remained with him until 5 o’clock this 
morning. He returned at 10 o'clock, when 
he met Dr. Lincoln, and a consultation was 
held. As aresult it was decided that pow- 
trful styptics should be applied, which, it is 
hoped, will check the hemorrhages for a 
time at least, until the patient can gain 
strength. Dr. Lincoln was very cuonserva- 
tive in his expression of opinion as to the 

robable result of those remedies. He be- 

lieved that the effect would be to check the 

bleeding for a time, but would not go fur- 
ther in his forecast. There was danger of 
stubborn bleeding, which would be difficult 
to control. 

There has been no recurrence of hemor- 
rhages since the application made by the 
doctors, this afternoon, and it is thought 
that it will prevent a recurrence for several 
days. The chief danger to be feared is 
from ‘weakness and debility, which is 
caused by the loss of blood, an there is not 
thought to be much likelihood of a sudden 
termination of the case. 


FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


Wasntnaton (D. C.), July 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Houwse.—The House 
resumed consideration of the subsidy 
amendment of the Senate to the Postoffice 
Appropriation Bill. After debate Mr. 
Bingham’s motion to concur in the Senate 
amendment with an amendment, was lost— 
yeas, 56; nays, 135, 

By vote of 141 to 87 the House further in- 
sisted upon its disagreement to the Senate 
amendment, and a further conference was 
ordered. 


The House.then went into Committee of 
the Whole on the Tariff Bill, the pending 
schedule being that relative to wool. 

Mr. Outhwaite of Ohio ridiculed the as- 
sertion that the effect of the tariff had been 
to increase the number of sheep in this 
country. He thought the natural fecundity 
of the flocks bad something to do with the 
increase. Mr. Outhwaite proceeded to 
agpgue that high tariff had no influence upor 
the price of wool, which was regulated by 
the law of supply and demand. He quoted 
Statistics to show that under high tariff the 
price of wool has steadily declined. He 
did not claim that the decline was at- 
tributabl3 to the tariff, but to the increased 
supply of wool. The bill presented a fair 
proposition to make the reduction of woolen 
goods equal to the reduction which would 
result from putting wool on the free list. 

Mr. la Follette of Wisconsin took up 
and criticised Mr. Carlisie’s speech upon 
the bill, especially that portion in which 
the Speaker endeavored to show the pros- 
perity of the country during the low tariff 
decade from 1850 to 1860. Todo this, said 
Mr. la Follette, Mr. Carlisio had recourse 
to the percentage argument, and had shown 
that the percentage of increase in the 
woolen, cotton, hardware, hosiery and boots 
and shoes industries had been very large. 
The trick of the percentage argument was 
that the manufacture might be so small 
that any increase would make a percentage 
showing. The gentleman had taken care 
to select those articles, which, with one ex- 
ception, were not touched, or only slightly 
touched, by the actoi 1846. The gentie- 
man had said that the tariff of 1846 had 
been so beneficial that in 1857 every repre- 
sentative from New England, who voted at 
all, had voted for the bill, making an al- 
most uniform reduction of 20 per cent., and 
among them wag Justin L. Morrill. These 
were errors so gross and unjust as to de- 
mand a rebnke to the gentleman trom Ken- 
tucky, who used them with such emphasis 
and __ telling effect. The State- 
ment was either inexcusable or 
the meanest sort of political petty- 
fogging. Nothing esca the gentieman’s 
net. Heclaimed everything for low tariff. 
He had both ends of the “teeter” in the air 
at the same time. ‘He trifled with facts, 
when he said that this country had recov- 
ered from the depression of 1857 in a few 
months. At the conclusion of his speech 
Mr. la Follette was heartily congratulated 
by his Republican colleagues. 

Mr. Scott of Pennsylvania referred to the 
recent speech of Mr. Kelley giving an ac- 
count of an interview between himself and 
Carnegie in the committee-room. Mr. Scott 
pronounced the statement a tissue of misrep- 
resentations. He then proceeded to give 
his version of the interview, which, he said, 
touched upon Carnegie’s citizenship,and not 
upon the tariff. He also repeatec ‘the sub- 
stance of the conversation he had had with 
Carnegie, in which the latter admitted the 
truth of the statement that he made 
$1, on ,000 in one year under the protective 
tari 

Mr. Grosvenor referred to the decrease of 
the wool interest in Ohio and the great 
falling off in the price of the wool crop, and 
said it was alldue to the menace of the 
Mills Bill. After the Republicans, aided 
by one or two of the Ohio Democratic mem- 
bers, had stricken out the enacting clause 
of the Morrison Bill, the price of wool nad 
sprung up from 3 to 5 cents r pound, 
gained by this peculiar 
geographicale attack? Would a sane man 
strike down this great ame 4 for the 
sake of decreasing the revenue by a few 
million dollars? 

Mr. Ford of Michigan said it was for the 
country to choose between cheap whisky 
and cheap clothing. The wool tariff was 
burdensome. ‘There was scarcely a breeze 
when the copper schedules were passed 
upon, but now, backed by a subsidized 
press, the Republicans tumbled over one 
another to get to the front and bounce the 
woo! schedules. He did not believe the 
effect of the bill would be to decrease the 
price of American wool. The manufac- 
turers of the country asked tne farmer to 
work and stint and pinch, while they took 
their ease. This was the feast that the 
farmers of the country were invited to par- 
take of by the Republican party, but he 
a that they would reject it on 

ovember 6tn, 

The House then took a recess.

Cultivate right thoughts by 
making wise chvice of reading matter. 
What ought we to read? What are we read- 
ing,‘and what is the church’s duty herein? 
Our a should be pure, not degrading. 
Every man is the better or worse for reading. 
Our reading shuuld be of valuable infor ma- 
tion. Life is too precious to be wasted. 
Our reading should bring us into compani- 
onship and fellowship with great, holy and 
devoted men,

sion, he said: In my own reading, when

These serpents are 
about our children and scores and hundreds 
of them are reading it unknown to their 
parents. Marriage is loosely held, the 
poisons of sensuality are pervading our 
country and homes—out of 47 divorce suits 
one lawyer bad traced 56 of them to the 
reading of vile literature. 

No boek ought to go out of a Sunday- 
school library unless it be thoroughly sifted 
and examined. It would be a benefit if 
some of our Sunday-school libraries were 
burned. 

Where is the remedy? We must turn to 
the church and ask it. 

Every possible intellectual want should 
be filled by the church. Literature has al- 


, Ways played an important part in the dis-

It is 
true in the aggregate and segregate. 
Their projects are failures as regards their 
expectations. Look at nations: How they 
decay. They do not endure as expected by 
their founders. At how many street cor- 
ners stand men, exhibiting failure. One 
blessed thing is “hope springs eterna! in 
the human breas:.” Thereis nota young 
man butis looking at life witha roseate hue. 
Even middle-aged men who are failures 
have grand hopes. Though life has been 
blighted they look forward with hope. It 
runs parallel with lite. We build castles 
and they crumble. Ask the average man 
whose life is a failure and the reason why, 
and he will prove a coward and shift the re- 
sponsibility instead of shouldering it. I 
would have been a success, said a prisoner, 
if it had not beeu for my fatuer. Itis 
always something out of self. Men are 
grumblers, at war with destiny, quarreling 
with the Almighty. 

An amusing fable was given by-the lec-

not; when he gets it he is not satified, and 
wants to get back to the old original cir- 
cumstances.

Chief Moriarty’s attention was called to 
the lack of fire hydrants in East Los Ange- 
les. and he was instructed to investigate the 
matter, and report to the board what could 
be done to remedy the difficu/ty. The 
Chief stated that there were but few mains 
on the East Side, bt that he would give the 
subject his attention.

streets. 

The Street Superintendent was instructed 
to have the mains on North Workman 
street repaired atthe eariiest possible mo- 
ment, so thai the people could secure water. 

Permission to erect a frame structure at 
oo Main streets for a fruit stand was 

enied, 

Permission was given the representatives 
of a patent chemica! fire-extinguisher to ex- 
hibit their machines on Los Angeles street, 
near the. hay market, Tuesday afternoon, 
under the supervision of the fire chief. 

A lengthy communication was received 
from the representatives of the fire insur- 
ance companies doing business in the city 
“viewiug with alarm” the taking off of the 
permanent men from the engines and put- 
ting them on the call list, and asking that 
a be put back. 

r. Teed moved that the communication 
be received and filed, remarking that they 
had po permanent men in San Francisco, 
and he did not see why they should have 
them here. He said that if the insurance 
men would attend to their business better 
there would be no danger. The board de- 
cided to try the experiment of doing withb- 
out for a while, at least, and see how it 
worked. 

A. M. Hough and Mr. Woodhead asked 
that the fire limits be extended on Upper 
Main street to College street. Referred to 
committee to report at the next meeting. 

The proprietors of the East Los Angeles 
Exponent were granted permission to put in 
a steam engine. 

A number of applications were received 
and placed on file. 

A communication was received from the 
Board of Trade, me that numerous ap- 
plications were received from all parts of 
the country asking about buildings and the 
progress of the city, and the difficulty of

building be allowed to be erected in the 
city limits without first procuring a permit. 
After discussion, it was resolved to recom- 
mend to the Council! that the City Attorney 
be instructed todraw up an ordinance in 
accordance with the request of the Board of 
Trade, and that the fee for issaing a permit 
be $1, one-half of which was to be retained 
by the secretary of the Fire Commission for 
making out and recording the permit, the 
otber half to the =.

It was decided to request the man- 
agement to raise the rail around the front 
of the gallery, or put up another oné, and 
that rails also be put around the entrances, 
With these improvements, the board was of 
the opinion that it was as safe as it could be 
made. 

The attention of the board was also 
called to the unsafe condition of Mott Hall 
and several other buildings, and it was de- 
cided to make a tour of inspection during 
the week. .

DEMOCRATIFICATION. 


THE HOWLING FAITFUL TURN 
OUT IN HORDES. 

Red Banners, Red Noses and Red 
Fire—The Ambient Atmosphere 
Split by Unterrified Yells—A 
Speech by Stephen M. White. 


The Democrats were here, and here in 
great shape, last night. It has been long 
since there was such a ¢rowd of the great 
unwashed as packed the streets, crowded 
the pavements and filled the windows along 
Main and Spring streets last night. If there 
was at the previous ratification a lack of 
enthusiasm or a sparseness of numbers, 
the party redeemed itself lastnight. News 
that there was to bea big time, a real old 
Democratic time, held here had been sent 
abroad days ago, and the Democratic hosts 
from far and wide gathered to make the oc- 
casion one long to be remembered in the 
history of the city and the history of the 
party in this part of the country. 

The forming of the line began just as 
the shades of night were closing down, or 
jist as soon asthe torches would make a 
show. It. had been advertised that Main 
street would be the scene of the formation, 
and at 7:30 the L[riquois Club, headed by A.

Looking down street from 
the head = of the column, _ the 
scene presented was well known 


and well remembered by all those who have 
seen a political parade, where torcnlights 
and the red, white and blue of the oid flag 
are the prevailing colors. The torches were 
myriad, and as they flashed and surged to 
and fro from the restiess movement of the 
great crowd, the sight made one think that 
all the fire-flies in the land hed been 
gathered together to burn their little lives 
out to illuminate the country’s colors. That 
was how it appeared from a distance, but, 
coming nearer, all the beautiful illusions 
of fancy one might conjure up went like 
the wind. A greasy torch, smoking and 
smeliing, cannot be made beautiful, even 
under the friendly cover of night, and they 
rater take the glory out of a cause, how- 
ever universally they may be used. 


Lut they had a great parade, as political. 


parades go, and had evough tramping in 
the dust, with the smoke of torches and fire- 
work in their eyes, to satisfy the wildest 
poiitica! enthusiast. 

lt was pst 8 o’clock when Grand Marshal 
A. F. ave the “Forward, march,” 
and then Meine’s Band struck Dixie’s 
familiar strains, and with a whoop and a 
cheer, and the sound of the spiteful fire- 
cracker, they started. 

Four mounted policemen, representing 
and order, were first in the column, 

hey rode with that dignity always carried 
by the fly copper when the eyes of the peo- 
ple are upon him. Just behind these blue- 
coated guardians of the town came Marshal

Meine’s Band followed the gentlemen on 
horseback, and then there was the big Iro- 
quois Club, with the. linen dusters, straw 
bats, bandanas and smiles. ‘They 
were 200 strong and ham come to let every- 
body know they were there. At their head 
was carried an immense United States 
flag, which had been presented to the club 
by the wivesof the members and they bore 
with much pride. 

Right in the rear of the Iriquois was the 
Reliance Club of 125 members, headed by 
W. L. Price. They wore the handsomest 
uniforms in the procession, consisting of 
white canvas hats, jackets and leggings, 
tnat gave to the club an orderly, soldierly 
appearance, The Young Men’s Democratic 
Ciub came next, each member bearing the 
Stars and Stripes. They made a very good 
show, but were somewhat overshadowed by 
the Santa Fé club, who were on their 
heels, 100 strong, yelling like tigers and 
flaunting a luge bandana flag. Their uni- 
form was a red apron bearing the words 
“Santa Fé.” 

Manhattan was next to claim attention, 
with their 129 young men headed by a 
handsomely uniformed fife and drum corps. 

Pasadena tripped along behind the boys 
with her two clubs, the Cleveland and the 
Pasadena Democratic Clubs, summing up 
500 good, hapa Democratic voters, headed 
by Bayard T. Smith and tho Pasa- 
dena City Cornet Band, who played 
“Dixie” to the time of “Home, Sweet 
Home,” and didn’tseem to know the differ- 
ence. They all wore badges that gave 
them the appearance of a literary society 
onaspree. Pasadena declares, by means 
of the Democratic transparencies. that 
“*There Are No Flies on Us.” 

Santa Monica was doing a heel and toe 
tap to keep up with the procession immedi- 
ately behind Pasadena. The Santa Monica 
Band was with them. and if there was not 
all the harmony in the werld in the music 
they made there was no lack of enthusiasm 
about the blow. They wore white canvas 
hats and badges as a club uniform. 

The Stephen M. White Club was there 
next with 150 of the admirers of “Our own 
Steve.” in line, headed by the Seventh In- 
fantry Band and a big Cleveland and 
Thurman banner, bearing the portraits of 
beth these Democratic heroes, Each man 
in line wore a tri-coloaed badge, and be- 
sides this there were a variety of decora- 
‘tions spread *around over the body of the 
club, They were chiefly noticeable for the 
display of fireworks they made. No other 
procession approached them in that variety 
of display, and whenever their banner, 
illuminated by the red and green flames of 
the colored fire, there was a cheer from the 
8 maton, responded to most heartily by 

club. 

Behind the White Club were the pres‘- 
dent of the day, Col. John E. Plater, and 
two vice-presidents in a carriage, and then 
marched the City Band at the head of the 
German-American Ciab with 550 people in 
line, probably the largest club out. They 
wore no particular uniform, but depended 
upon pumbers for a display, and succeeded. 
They bore a number of transparencies, 
some of them in German, which may or 
may not have been Democratic, and others 
in English. The latter read “Germany vs. 
China,” “‘No Monopolies, but Justice,”

Immediately be- 
hind the lead was a wagon upon which 
were riding a number of small boys dressed 
in Chinese costumes. A crowd of mounted 
men came next, and then the Santa Ana 
Club, with the Santa Ana Band, followed, 
and along after these, in irregular order, 
were strung the delegations from Or- 
auge, Downey, Norwalk Anaheim, 
San.

agement, but by miserly hoardiug every 
cent ag couldiay their hands on. The 
coming fall and winter will witness as large 
an influx of visitors as last year, not proba- 
bly so largely afflicted with the speculative 
manner asthe previous visitors, but pre- 

red to invest at fair rates, besides enrich- 
ng the community by spending the winter 
in our midst, In the East a good 
Story istold on Southern California that 
again illustrates the wonderful in values 
here. Dr. David Hostetter has long been 
noted as oneof the most careful money- 
makers imaginable. A number of years 
ago the firm of Hostetter & Smith hada 
bad account in Southern California for a 
sale of bitters, They could not get any 
money, and the only way out of it seemed 
to be to takea piece of waste land in 
liquidation. of the debt. Of course, it 
seemed little to get for $1000 worth of bit- 
ters and whisky, but it was all they could get. 
Some few months ago Dr, Hostetter came 
out here fur the benefit of his health, and, 
would you believe it, he sold the worst half 
of that piece of ground fur $90,000.” 

H. B. Packard.—“Pienty of California 
money is invested in mining industries 
down in Old Mexico, and in my opionion 
that is the mining country of the future. I| 
base that judgment, not on the exceeaing 
richness of the ores the1e, but the cheapness 
of taking itout. It takes ffo more to han- 
die an $8 ore than it does a $30 ore here, 1 
verily believe. The Mexicans live cheap, 
and work for what appears to us 

be low wages, and are expert 
miners. Recentiy there have been many 
repurts sent abroad that numerous very old 
and rich mines in Mexico that had been 
abandoned decades had been rediscoy- 
ered. 1 cannot say 1 put much faith in 
such reports, because the Mexicans knew 
how to mine, and did not abandon a prop- 
erty untilit gave out. There are a few 
instances where a mine was abandoned in 
that country because the water came into it 

fast for the bucket brigade of those 
times, but such cases are rare. There is, 
bowever, an immense amount of low-grade 
ore iv Mexico that has not been touched, 
and a lurge quantity of such ore can now 
be worked profitably that couid not be 
worked in this country at all.” 

Law and Order.—**The Law aud Order 
League, as- the papers call it, is making 
very good progress,”’ said one of the gentle- 
men who is taking an interest in the move- 
ment yesterday. “itis one of those reform 
movements that will grow as its objects be- 
come better known, as its principles are 
such that every good citizen will be com- 
ng to give it his aid and countenance.

Another Democrat Gone. 


Hon. George Q. Richmond of Pueblo, 
Colo., was a member of the Democratic 
Central Committee of that State at the 
last Presidential election, and aided. 
as far as possible, the election of Cleve- 
land. He has been spending several 
months in Europe, and has seen the 
effects of free trade and heard the 
views entertained in England upon the 
coming election, and the result has 
been to convert him to the Republican 
faith. Following is an extract from 
his letter to the chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee: 

PUEBLO (Colo.), June 22, 1888,

OLD WORLD NEWS. 


Emperor William Starts on 
His Tour. 


The Young Ruler’s Quarrel. with His 
Mother and Its Cause. 


King Milan and Natatie Furnish a 
Chapter of Scandal. 


France Celebrates the Anniversary of the Fall of 
the Bastile with Political Demonstrations 
—President Carnot Assails Gen, Bou- 
langer in a Pablic Speech.

BERLIN, July 14.—|Copyright, 1888, by 
the New York Associated Press.| Empe- 
ror Williain’s departure from Kiel pre- 
sented a spectacle splendid beyond any- 
thing ever before witnessed on German 
seas, The town and harbor were uniquely 
decorated. The route from the station to 
the harbor was lined with masts covered 
with oak leaves, and adorned with weapons 
and banners. German, Prussian and Hol- 
stein colors were conspicuous, Triumphal 
arches and floral decorations, in which 
naval designs predominated, entirely trans- 
formed the aspect of the old town, The 
Emperor drove slowly toward the harbor, 
giving as he went special greetings to the 
guilds and corporations which lined the 
streets. The yacht Hohenzollern was 
moored at the outer end of the harbor. A 
man-of-war’s boat conveyed the Emperor to 
the yacht. At 10:30 His Majesty was re- 
eeived by Prince Henry, Vice-Admiral 
Blane, Chief of the Baltic Station, and Ad- 
miral Monts. ‘be squadron sailed past the 
imperial yacht in splendid order and with 
perfect precision, the maneuvers command- 
ing great admiration. Shortly after 11 


o’clock, the imperial yacht put out to sea, 
escorted by the -tornedo flotitia and iron 
clads. A numberof steamers followed for 


miles, Kiel is crowded with visitors, and 
held high carnival tonight. During the 


four-days’ voyage to Peterhoff, the squadron 


will execute a number of maneuvers. 
On the 18th the Czar’s yacht Derjava will 


receive Emperor William on board at 


Cronstadt.

WILLIAM AND VICTORIA. 

Communications from Emperor William 
to his mother were transmitted from 
Spandua last evening, and from Kiel today. 
This fact, though insignificant in itself, has 
a significance in face of the persistent for- 
eign scandals regarding the alleged un- 
happy relations existing between His 
Majesty and the Dowager Empress 
Victoria. If the messages only referred 
to the progress of her son’s first expedition 
as Emperor, they showed that the differ- 
ences between him and his mother have not 
a rupture, 

‘Empress Victoria frequently sees Dr. 
Freidberg, Count Stolberg and other emi- 
nent friends of the late Emmperor Frederick. 
Disputes certainly continue to exist be- 
tween herself and the Emperor in regard to 
the disposal of Emperor Frederick’s papers, 
some of which the Empress Dowager main- 


‘tains are personal, against the contention 


of the Emperor that they are State progesty 
and ought to be deposited in the State 
archives. The court circle believes im- 

licitly that the difference can be arranged 

n the near future by the Empress Dowager 
surrendering the documents relating to the 
regency. and Emperor Frederick’s memo- 
randa on hisown plan for administering 
his reign, the bulk of his correspondence to 
be lett with the Empress Dowager Victoria.

THE COMING TRIPLE CONFERENCE. 

It is now likely, that instead of a confer- 
ence, Count Kalnuoky, Sig. Crispi and the 
German Chancellor will meet at Carlsbad. 
Sig. Crispi will come to Friederichsruhe 
early in August. Count Herbert Bismarck’s 
report on the interview at Peterhof will 
then be in the hands of the Chancellor, who 
will meet neither Count Kalnoky nor Sig. 
Crispi until he knows what terms can 
be obtained from the Czar. Sig. Crispi, 
who is in pressing need of Germany’s sup- 
port in the contest with the Vatican, will 
make no delay in seeing Count Bismarck. 

Mgr. Galimberti, papa! nuncio at Vienna, 
has obtained the promise of the Austrian 
Governmént to sustain the Vatican against 
the Italian Government threatening viola- 
tion of the law under which tne Vatican 
nas hitherto been held as extra-territorial 
to the municipal government of Rome, 

MILAN AND NATALIE, 

The general sympathy expressed for 
Queen Natalie of Servia, asa woman and 
mother, does not blind people to the fact 
that it is impossible for the Government to 
rmit her to violate Prussian laws. The 
ueen’s agents at Wiesbaden deny that she 
meant forcible resisiance to the authorities, 
and asserts that she did not apply for pro- 
tection to ‘the Russian Consul at Wies- 
baden. The authorities state that they 
were unable to obtain access to the house, 
being threatened by armed servants, 
The whole’ incident shows Queen 
Natalie to be a woman of imperious wil! 
and violent temper. King Milan committed 
and indiscretion in sending as his 
envoy to Wiesbaden, Gen. Protics, the hus- 
band of the lady whose supposed intimate 
relations with King Milan first led to the 
discord existing between the Queen and 
King. Her protests against the seizure of 
her son were directed partly against the 
chance of his tutelage under persons whom 
she assaults as leading immoral lives. Milan 
is credited with a succession of licentious 
adventures, which should amply suffice for 
the granting of a divorce to the Queen. On 
the other hand, Natalie’s intrigues in favor 
of Russia, even to going to the length of 
conspiring to depose King Milan, are ac- 
pos oc as facts. Her latest act before 

uitting Wiesbaden was to transmit to the 

ussian consul there a memoranda reveal- 
ing Austro-Servian plottings against the 
Russian policy relative to the Balkans. The 
divorce question will immediately come up 
before the Synod of Belgrade. and a decree 
will certainly be granted to King Milan on 
the simple grounds that tis consort, by in- 
triguing for Russia, has proved untrue to 
her trust as Queen of Servia. Tne Queen 
will be permitted to reside in Vienna fora 
limited period. Her permanent presence 
on Austrian soil would, however. embarrass 
the Government, and she would become the 
focas of conspiracies against Austria’s al- 
lies. Ceneeanine?; when the divorce has 
been settled, she will be asked to leave 
Austrian territory: She will probably re- 
turn to Russia. 


FRANCK CuLEBRATES. 


Political Demonstrations on the 
Anniversary of the Bastile. 
Paris, July 14.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| Thetaking of the Bastile 
was celebrated throughout France today. 
In this city patriotic citizens, accompanied 
by bands, and carrying baliners, marched 
to the btrasburg statute and deposited a 
wreath uponsit. The Patriotic League, 
headed by M. M. Deroulede, Laguerre, 
Laisant and Susini was received with 
mingled cries of ‘Vive Boulanger,” “Vive 
La France” and “Vive la Republique.” 
After leaving the Strasburg statue the 
citizens visited the monument of Gambetta 
and statue of Joan of Arc, which they also 


| decorated with flowers. 
M. Deroulede, in depositing the emblem ' $5000 


upon Gambetta’s monument, said: “We 
started from the Republic. We visited the 
statute of Strasburg, and we now visit the 
monument of the great patriot. The pil- 
grimage has been more expressive than 
speeches. We know whether we are going 
for the Kepublic for Alsace-Lorraine. Vive 
Boulanger !’’ 

Two men were arrested for distributing 
posters which contained Gen. Boulanger’s 
portrait, and bore the inscription, “Let all 
patriots assemble tonight in the Place de la 
Concorde.” 

President Carnot attended a grand review 
of troops at Longchamps today. On his ar- 
rival on the ground he was greeted with 
cries of ‘“Vive Carnot,” followed by “Vive 
Floquet” and “VivesRepublique.” When 
the review closed there was a noisy demon- 
stration, in which the friends and oppo- 
nents of Gen. Boulanger took part, A num- 
ber of arrests were made. At the banquet 
which followed President Carnot thanked 
those present, inv the name of the Govern- 
ment, for thus emphasizing the principle of 
national unity. 

“Yesterday,” he said, ‘‘saw the glorifica- 
tion ofa great citizen, who, in his person, 
personified the defense of the soil and na- 
tional honor. Today, wi patriotic 
emotion, we have seen an army, 
strong and disciplined, with trusting 
and trusted leaders, imbued with 
a sense of its high mission, which will in- 
spire confidence and a sense of security in 
the country, and assure peace from abroad, 
You have traversed marvelous workshops, 
which will be the meeting-place France 
assigns forartand industry, the universa’ 
and . great assize of labor which combines 
accord among citizens and good relations 
between nations.

SAN FrRaANctsco, July 14.—[By the Asso 
ciated Press.] At the session of the Na 
tional Educational Council today, Miss M. 
S. Cooper of New York presented a paper 
on“The Education of Girls,” which was 
read by M. P. King. Thé importance of 
the subject in ali its branches was alluded 
to. Ideal education was spoken of briefly. 
The education of girls should be regarded 
from its physical, utilitarian and scientific 
standpoint. The training of mind, hand 
and eyes should all fit the girl for the high 
duties of womanhood and motherhood. The 
question to be considered is, what is the 
best that schools can do for girle 
under existing educational conditions. 
The public schools give a thorough 
course of industrial drawing, and shoulda 
teach girls to sew, as application of power 
gained by the work in drawing. Girls 
should also kuow how to cook, use tools, 
cutand fit garments, and care for the sick 
and children. Girls should also be trained 
morally, as character is the most valuable 
result of education.

MURDEKUUS NATIVES. 


A Ship's Crew Attacked Off the Coast 
or Kamtschatka, 

SAN Francisco, July 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Advices received by the 
steamer Beigic today give an account of a 
murderous attack by natives upon the 
crew of the British otter-hunting schooner . 
Nemo, off Copper Island, on the coast of 
Kamtschatka. The Nemo sailed from 
Yokohama last April on her usual hunting 
voyage, andon May 27th, while off Copper 
Island, Capt. Snow had three boats 
lowered, intending to pull around in 
the vicinity of the vessel to loak for 
otters. The boats were manned by Japan- 
ese, Capt. Snow being the only white man 
in the party. While the boats were ap- 
proaching a large rock fire was suddenly 
opened by a concealed party upon the cap- 
tain’s boat, which was a skort distance from 
therocks. Oue bullet struck Capt. Snow in 
the hand, and he immediately ordered bis 
men to 7 away. Bullets then began to 
fall like hail, and several men rolled off the 
seats. When the boats reached the vessel 
it was found that three men were mortally 
wounded, and they died a few hours later. 
Three others received very severe wounds, 
.o8 the small boats were full of bullet 

oles. 

An inquiry was afterward held before the 
British Consul at Kanagawa, and the testi- 
mony showed that the attack was unpro- 
voked. Capt. Snow believed that the as- 
setlants numbered a dozen atleast. The 
investigation brought out the fact thai it 
was the general belief that rifles had been 
furnish the natives by the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company to guard the coast against 
the depredations of seal hunters, but it is 
stated that the natives who made the attack 
could not have used this as an excuse, as it 
is a well known fact that there are no sealer 
tn these waters till a month ‘ater. 


_THREATEN“D MASSACRE. 


Outbreak of Indians in British 
Columbia—W hites Killed. 

Vicioria (B. C.), July 14.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The steamer Cariboo Fly 
aurr.ved from the north today, and brought 
news that an Indian arrived at Port Essing- 
ton with intelligence that Mr. Clifford, 
the Hudson Bay Company’s. agent 
at Hazelton, and a constable had 
been killed, ana that the Indians 
were flocking. to Hazelton from all 
quarters. The special officers and limited 
white population of Hazelton were in- 
trenched in the Hudson Bay Company’s 
store, and no reliable news had reached the 
coast concerning their fate. Considering 
the bad character of the Indians, there is 
every reason to fear that. their threats to 
exterminate the whites may be carried out. 
The river is extremely high, and communi-

A Letter from the Union Labor 
Parts’s Candidate. 

New Wrypsor (Iil.), July 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.| A. J. Streeter, Presi- 
dential candidate of the Union Labor party, 
has transmitted to J. W. Goshorn of the 
National Ex ve Committee ot that party 
his acceptance of the nomination. In a 
Jetter extending thanks for the distin- 
guished honor conferred upon him, Mr. 
Streeter says: 


“I hold to the principle that the pros- 
perity of the Nation is measured by the 
prosperity of its industrial people. If the 
people are struggling with poverty the Na- 
tion is poor, though the treasury is over- 
flowing with idle money. Such is our con- 
dition today. The true intentof law and 
government should be to protect the weaker 
members from the encroachments of the 
stronger. This fundamental principle has 
been subverted, and we have a government 
of the capital class merged into a moneyed 
aristocracy. We need more money in circu- 
lation, and the coinage of silver should be 
as free as that of gold. The money in the 
public treasury should be used for the pay- 
ment of bonds and the interest on them 
stopped. We have tried a change from one 
political party to another, but it gave the 
people no relief. We are even worse off. 
The government that has tolerated mo- 
nopolies, greedy combinations and trusts, 
and has not protected the people against 
their spoilations, is unworthy of the sup- 
vort of the working people. These unholy 
monoplies and combinations have in- 
creased until they have forced upon the 
country another “irrepressible conflict,” in- 
volving the happiness and prosperity of 
60,000,000 people, a conflict that will deter- 
mine whether capital shall rule this country 
or the people who inhabit it. To settle the 
Slavery conflict cost the Government mone? 
and life. itis hoped that this conflict may 
be settied cebly at the ballot-box. Set- 
tled it will be; let us hope without seas of 
fire and rivers of blood.

From all accounts the Law and Order 
Committee of this city will svom tind work 
for their hands in Pasadena.

“For some time past certain vicious 
elements of this city have been rioting in 
the freedom of their nefarious avocati ons, 
perhaps all the more so because the police 
force, so called, was haif the time divided 
against itself and the other half asleep.

More Dynamite Deviltry Dis- 
covered. 


Burlington Officials Unearth Another 
Conspiracy. 


Confession of One of the Men Arrested 
at Chicago.

NEBRASKA City (Neb.), July 14.—Bur- 
lington officials claim to have unearthed a 
plot by striking engineers to blow up the 
new bridge over the Missouri Kiver with 
dynamite. The dynamite has been located, 
and the parties in possession of it are un- 
der surveillance, and will be arrested when 
sufficient evidence is adduced, The officers 
claimed that the dynamite was shipped to 
Plattsmouth and Rulo for similar purposes. 


ANOTHER CONFESSION. 

Cuicago, July 14.—Bowles, the man in 
the dynamite plot against the Burlington 
road, against whom the testimony given 
yesterday was most conclusive;~has, it is 
stated, made a full confession of his share 
in the conspiracy. He saw that in his case 
there was little hope of escape from con- 
viction, and early this morning it was made 
known to District Attorney Ewing that 
Bowles was feady to “squeal.” Another 
of the arrested men, Godding, had, it is 
said, also concluded to come into camp, and 
by noon today all that he knows about the 
plot against the Burlington will be told. 

The case of Chairmen Hoge and Murphy, 
which was to have come up before Justice 
Lyon this morning, was postponed for a 
week, 

LOOKS BAD FOR HOGE. 

It is understood that Bowles has told 
probable facts of the dynamite conspiracy 
which will make the conviction of Ho e 
certain. Chairman Hoge, it would seem, is 
the man they are really after, not only as 
they wish to strike the brotherhood, but be- 
cause the road officials dislike him person- 
ally. To the other defendants they are 
favorably disposed. 

The text of the “squeal” was not made 
public, but it is reported that it was enough 
to necessitate a postponement of the case 
before the Federal court, as well as in the 
State tribunal. It is certain that when jail 
prisoners Bowles, Broderica and Wilson 
were brought over from the jail this morn- 
ing to the Marshal’s. office, Bowles sent 
word that he wanted to see the District 
Attorney. He was taken to the office, and 
there confessed to General Manager Stone, 
Inspector Bonfield and Mr. Collier. The 
only direct intimation of the substance of 
the confession. was a well-defined rumor 
that a United’ States warrant has been 
issued for the arrest of Hoge, who is out on 

5000 bonds, on a conspiracy charge brought 
under the State law. ° , 
SCENE IN COURT. 

The crowd waiting at the Federal court- 
room was large, chiefly composed of broth- 
erhood men, whose looks of sympathy cast 
at the prisoners as they were brought in 
indicated their appreciation of the danger 
their comrades were in.

Lawyer David hotly denounced Commis- 
sioner Hayne, declaring, “We could expect 
nothing else from this court, and have re- 
ceived nothing else.” 

e Commissioner ordered David to be 
ted by the Marshal, but the latter did 
not at once comply, and David subse- 
— made a Pickwickian apology to the 
ourt. Bail will be fixed at for 
Bowles, but be preferred to remain in 
custody. After court adjourned the here- 
tofore reticent prisoner, ilson, savagely 
denounced Bowles, ridiculing the idea that 
the latter was innocent and exclaiming: 
“The chicken heart, he has laid down.”

EDITOR KKID’S LOSS. 


His Ancient Castile on Long Island 
Burned. 

Wuire Puarns (N. Y.), July 14.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Fire broke out this 
morning in the old Ben Holliday stone 
mansion on the Ophir farm, about three 
miles from this place, uow owned by 
Whitelaw Reid of the Tribune. The build- 
ing was one of the famous landmarks in 
Westchester county, having been standing 
for over 200 years. Last year Reid pur- 
chased the place from the estate of John 
Roach and commenced refitting the in- 
terior upon. a magnificent scale. The 
dining-room, 50x°%3 feet, was finished in 
hard wood, with heavy carvings over the 
doors of clusters of fruit and various kinds 
of game. The frescoing of 14 rooms on the 
first floor was magnificent. There were in 
all 54 large rooms in the castle, which were 
all finished and decorated. The origin of 
the fire is not definitely known, but it was 
a defective flue or the presence of electric- 
light wires. The losson the building will 
reach nearly $500,000, insured for about 
two-thirds of this amount. The question of 
rebuilding the castle will be determined in 
the future, after the condition of the walis, 
which are still standing, is examined. 


Fatal Gas Kxplosion, 
CINCINNATI, July 14.—A battery of eigh 
gas tanksin Ludlow, Ky., exploded this 
afternoon, and injured 15 men, four of them 
fatally.

A MOKMON VICTIM. 


Terrible Fxperionce of an Knglish 
Woman Among the Sainte. 

Cuicaco, July 14.—[By the Associated 
Press,| A pale faced little woman, giving 
her name as Elizabeth Turnbull Rutter, 
formerly of North Shields, England, was 
picked up on the street today apparently 
fainting from hunger. She claimed to have 
had nothing to eat on her four days’ trip 
from Ogden, Utah, to Chicago, en route to 
her old home in England. She told a terri- 
ble story of her experience among the Mor- 
mons. Her young son, she stated, had 
been induced, against the wishes of his par- 
ents, to join a party of emigrants, organ- 
ized by Mormon missionaries in England. 
Not hearing from the boy wiio, it was after- 
wards learned, was prevented from writ- 
ing, the father, with anxiery, followed to 
Utah. He found employment with a farmer 
named Joseph Holbert, but was unable to 
Save énough to continue the search until he 
pretended to join the church. Then Rutter 
got money and sent some to her, but all his 
letters telling of the condition of affairs in 
Utah were intercepted, and others substi- 
tuted, urging her to come to Utah with the 
missionaries, She obeyed, and claims that 
the women in the party were subjected to 
awful indignities by the elders, . 

Mr. Rutter was murdered shortly after 
she joined him. He had inadvertently 
given a young Mormon an inkling of his 
plans to find his boy and escape with his 
wife. The Mormons asserted that Rutter’s 
death was an accident. She was defrauded 
of her husband’s savings, but, flying to Og- 
den, earned enough money working in a 
hotel to pay her passage home. The 
amountgf the raiiroad fare was larger than 
she exp®@cted, and sooner thar delay any 
longer, she had deprived herself of food on 
the long journey to Chicago. 


Fx-President Hayes at Boston. 

Boston, July 14—The annual meeting 
of the National Prson Association began 
this evening with a meeting at Tremont 
Temple. Previously there had been a re- 
ception at the Tremont House, from 4 to 6 
o'clock, which was attended by many dis- 
tinguished persons engaged in prison man- 
agement and public life, who went to pay 
their respects to ex-President Hayes, presi- 
dent of the association, in honor of whom 
the reception was held. A large audience 
was present at the evening session. Lieut.- 
Gov. Brackett welcomed the association in 
behalf of the State. His reference to 
Hayes and his administration was warmly 
applauded, as was Hayes as soon as he ap 
peared on the platform. Hayes was 
then introduced, and delivered an address 
as president of the association. In it he 
carefully reviewed the subject of prison 
reforms, the causes of crime, and made 
many suggestions for its lessening. 


A Colored Tramp Kitled. 

ALBUQUERQUE (N..M.), July 14.—A 
colored tramp, believed to be the one who 
wrecked the north-bound freight near Wal- 
lace recently, was shot dead by three dep- 
uty Sheriffs, while resisting arrest by force 
of arms. He was about 50 years of age 
and told the people at Cerrollos that he had 
walked from Kansas City to Yuma, Ariz., 
and was on his way back to Kansas City.

-. The Board of County Supervisors met 


friday morning in the old courthouse, a 
full board being present, and proceeded 
with business as a board of equalization. 
The Con.mittee on Jails and Constables sub- 
mitted their report as follows: 

Your committee, to whom was referred 
Certain matters appertaining to the fees of 
ponstabies, and the food supplied to the 
prisoners in the County Jail, report as fol- 
lows: The said committee say that upon 
Investigation there has, in their opinion, 
been numerous illegal arrests made by con- 
Stables in this city, which, it appears to 

r committee, could not have been made 
any other purpose than for accumuiat- 

g illegal fees agiinst the county, whereby 
Unoffending citizens have been unwarrant- 
ly deprived of their liberty and rights. 
our committee cannot ascribe such con- 
duct to ignorance. 

our committee further say that upon in- 
vestigation they find the quality of food 
furnished by the Sheriff of the county to 
the prisoners in the County Jail tobe 
wholesome and abundant; that it is not in- 
tended, noreis it expected, that the pris 
oners confined therein shall receive first- 
class hotel fare, lest it would be an irresisti- 
ble temptation to tramps and vagrants, and 
all such rons as are to indolent to 
their owt living by honest labor, to 
break into prison~in order to secure such 

uarters, 


in view of the continued and persistent 
practice on the part of constables to arrest, 
confine, present and prefer charges against 

tty alleged oifenders, and oftentimes 

ging about their conviction, not s0 
much, in our opinion, to enforce the law in 
good faith, but er for the grossly im- 
Eeoper purpose of securing the allowance to 
seives of illegal fees, we recommend 
that your honorable board take some steps 
that will, if possibie, put a stop to such 
nefarious practice, which, we believe, often 
results ia unjust, improper and illegal pun- 
ishmeut of, individuals, and is perpetrated 
at enommous expense tothe county. It is 
difficult to determine the best course to pur- 
sue in such matters, but this fligrant abuse 
of the power of arrest has now been pur- 
sued so long and persistently. and has re- 
sulted in sugh great expense to the county, 
that while are at a loss to pointout a 
remedy for the evil, we do, nevertheless, 
most earfestly recommend that some rad- 
ical course be adopted, which, if possible, 
will curtail, if not altogether put a stop to,

a state:nent, ex-parte,censures the 
constabulary, declares their acts pernicious, 
outrageous, violative of liberty, etc., yet as 
a committee of your body, custodians of the 
humblest citizens’ rights, confessing that 
these outrages, that the county is being 

ly, illegaliy and criminaily mulcted in 

ousands of dollars monthly, tht they can 

suggest no remedy. A remarkable proceed- 
ing, is it not? 

other good citizens and taxpayers of 

this county stood ready to go before your 

committee, 1 was but the representative of 

a number of others. Instead we were rele- 

gated to the ex-parie report of twoof your 
‘members without opportunity to prove our 

charges; we were the accusers, and I sub- 
mit were entitled to be heard, i demanding 
of your body, for myself and others, a hear- 
ing with the opportunity of wit- 
nesses. If you have no discretion in the 
premises, say so. We will try the Grand 

Jury and courts in that case. 

But, in the name of common justice, com- 
mittees shou d not make reports and ex-parte 
Statements of parties accused, and the ac- 
cuser given no opportunity at your bar to 
pr ve his accusations. Such proceedings 
are in violation and contravention of all «s- 
tablished rules of judicial investigation, in- 
equitable, unfair and unjust.

His Old_Attorney Has to Sue Him 
for Fees 

A suit has been instituted in the Superior 

Court against Fritz Anschlag, the Garden 


}Grove murderer, by Attorney Frederick 


McGregor, who defended the notorious 
murderer during his trial in this city. In 
the complaint filed it is alleged that An- 
schlag assigned his interest in all moneys 
coming to him from Europe to his counsel, 
The services that have been rendered were 
estimated to be worth $1500, but the slayer 
voluntarily agreed to pay $2000. Of this 
sum he has paid only #180, leaving a balance 
due and claimed of #1820.

George Froelich, a Young Boy, 
Drowned in a Pond. 

Yesterday afternoon word was received at 
the Coroner’s office thata boy had been 
drowned in the lake on the Bonnie Brae 
tract in the western partof the city, be- 
tween Sixth and Seventh streets, while in 
swimming. The body was at once vrought 
to Orr & Sutch’s place on Spring street, 
where Coroner Meredith held an inquest at 
8 o'clock last evening. Only oue witness, 
Charles Lyne was examined, From the 
testimony it appeared that the boy who was 
drowned, George Froelich, aged 12 years, 
went to the lake with his brother, aged 4 
years, and young rnp aged 12, and after 
wading about on the shore for some time 
said that he was going in swimming. There 
were no others about the place, and his two 
companions tried to dissuade him from 
going into the water, bat he persisted, and 
taking off his clothes waded in. The water 
is very shallow for — a distance ou 
when there is a sudden “step-off,”’ an 
when young Froelich got to the “step-off’, 
he went down in ab ut 10 feet of water. 
He came to the surface twice and then sank 
for the last time. The two boys on the bank 
could do nothing to save him, and when 
they saw that he did not come up they ran 
to where some graders were at work and 
told them what had happened. After some 
little delay the body was recovered and the 
Coroner notified. After hearing the evi- 
dence, the jury returned a verdict of acci- 
dental drowning. George Froelich is a 
son of Capt. Froelich, formerly on the 
llee force and an old resident of the city. 
The funeral will take place today.
